Baring For the Government. 


The fervor of economy which recently 


agitated congress recalls an incident cf 
the government printing office which oc- 
curred during the Bounds aduimisira 
tion. A chief of a division in that 1'3' 
workshop had had a good deal of diffi- 
culty In getting requisitions for supplies 
filled. The amount of lead pencils he 
had called for had been criticised aa ex- 
cessive, and he put his wits to work to 
devise ways and means to avoid clerks 
carrying away those useful articles He 
made a rule that a clerk should be issued 
but one pencil at a time and that he 
should return the stump of his old pen- 
cil upon receiving a new one This pro- 
cess was continued during a couple of 
years. 


It never seemed to occur to the chief 


that a clerk could gather in stumps of 
pencils from his friends, if he were in- 
clined to cheat the office, and the method 
was regarded by its promoter as an evi- 
dence of the massiveness of his brain. 
Finally, when his successor was ap- 
(ointed, among the effects of the office 
nrned over to him were two good sized 
HMces of stumps of pencils, each stump 
veraging less than an inch in length, 
?he curious collection took up a good 
leal of room, and the new chief lost but 
ittle time in sending it out of the office 
and in taking away the economical safe-

Sentence of a German Usurer. 


The judge of the Oettmold court of 
notice had before him the other day the 
t&e of Moses Lipper of Blomberg on a 
sharge of usury. Lipper had in one case 
or the use of 200 marks charged the 
lorrower 12 marks interest, and for a 
nrther indulgence of three months 20 
marks. 


In another case Lipper, for a loan of 
,500 marks, had charged 945 marks for 
nterest. A cow which Moses Lipper 
iad sold for 180 marks, but which turned 
rat to be an indifferent animal, was 
•ought back for 100 marks. This cow 
iroved a profitable investment for Lip- 
x?r. The animal changed hands again, 
tnd for payment a bill was tendered and 
accepted. For prolonging this bill five 
days a sum of 650 marks was charged, 
and for 25 days longer the sum of 760 
marks was deemed necessary for the con- 
venience. 


In another case Lipper had, according 


>o the statement of his son, turned a bill 
it 10 thalers, by the addition of a cipher, 
nto 100 thalers, and again another bill 
was transformed from 100 thalers into a 
debt of 1,000 thalers The judge sen 
tenced the defendant to one year's im 
jnsonment, 8,000 marks fine and two 
rears' loss of "civil rights."—Saale Zei- 
jnng.

Death of • Noted Bohemian Oata Man. 
Jay M. Orcntt. the widely known Mich- 


igan Bohemian oats ochemer, is dead. 
Orcntt operated fat the country from 1883 
to 1889. The scheme was to sell 60 bush- 
els of seed oats to IS farmers in each 
township at $10 a bushel, trying one 
year 7 per cent notes in payZient, the 
sellers bonding themselves to sell double 
that quantitysfrom their crops at the 
same figures, keeping 86 per cent. It is 
estimated that the Bohemian oat scheme 
netted $100,000 profit, Orcntt's share be- 
ing about $26,000. He was extravagant 
and opent his money as fast as received. 
—Chicago Inter Ocean.

NATIONAL BANKS. 


The abstract of the report made to 


the comptroller of the currency of the 
condition of all national banks in the 
United State* on Monday, March 6, 
1893, the time of the last call, has been 
prepared at the treasury department. 
The aggregate resources of the banks 
are shown to be $3,469,721,228. The 
gold coin held aggregates $99,867,286.

Among the 
liabilities the capital stock paid in ag- 
gregates $888,000,000, and the individual 
deposits amount to $1,761,000,000.

into each other's faces and ejaculating 
as to whether they have been fanatic or 
uncannily superstitious. 


The engagement for gold for export 


from here on steamers sailing to-mor- 
row and Tuesday amounts to $6,175,000, 
and from Boston $760,000. 


According to the Bub-treasurer's fig- 


ures the net loss of gold to the treasury 
to-day was $4,000,000, of which all but 
$20,000 was for export. 


Secretary Carlisle estimated this 


morning that he had $885,000 free gold 
in the treasury if he received none to- 
day from sources outside of New York. 
The treasury reserve is all gone and 
the $100,000,000 reserve reduced to $96,- 
285,000. This is the first time since the 
resumption of specie payments that 
the reserve has been out into the count- 
ing in subsidiary coin as part of the 
available funds in the treasury. A 
difference of opinion exists as to 
whether the subsidiary coin should be 
thus counted. If not then the reserve 
has been encroached upon seven times 
previous to now. 


Just before the sub-treasury closed 


this afternoon it was reported that the 
officials were notified of a demand to 
be made to-morrow for $4,000,000 in 
gold for shipment on Tuesday, and 
there was an additional report, not 
verified, that $2,000,000 more would be 
taken Monday. Of late it has been a 
favorite superstition that if the reserve 
dropped below the limit the result 
would be disastrous not only to values, 
but also to the mercantile community. 
The fact that the shock has been com- 
paratively slight has caused an easier 
feeling about the future. 


A Desperate Prisoner Killed. 


SACRAMENTO, April 21.—A telephone 


message to the Bee from Folsom this 
afternoon said that about 8 o'clock a 
convict named Jose Garcia made a 
break for liberty from the state prison. 
He plunged into the American river 
and started to swim to the opposite 
side. Before he had proceeded far 
however, three or four of the guards 
began firing at him with their rifles. 
Garcia was shot and killed. 


The prisoner had only been at Polsom 


one week. He had been sent up from 
Los Angeles to serve eight years for an 
attempt to commit rape. Garcia was a 
desperate man, and has given the offi- 
cers much trouble ever since his arrest. 
While in prison at Los Angelea he 
made a vicious assault upon the jailer. 
At another tune he made his escape 
from prison there by scaling a wall, but 
fell on the opposite side and broke a 
leg and was easily captured.

FOBTBR'8 FORECAST. 


A General lUlnatorm Coming— Deluge* 


and Geology,

ST. JOSEPHS, Mo., April 21.— My last 
alletin gave forecasts of a storm wave 
o cross the continent from the 22d to 
he 20th and the next will reach the 
Pacific coast about the 26th, cross the 
western mountains by the close of the 
27th, the great central valleys from tht 
28th to the 80th and the eastern statee 
about May 1st. 


The storm will be quite severe west 


of the Mississippi river and will dimin- 
sh in force as it moves eastward. 
ialntall will be greater and better dis- 
ribnted than during the previonr 
storm waves of the mouth. 
Local 


Iroughts will be broken in many placet 
and better crop weather generally will 
ollow. 
The cool wave will cross the western 


mountains about the 26th, the great 
central valleys about the 28th and the 
eastern states about the 80th.. Weather 
ollowing will average cooler for the 
season than it did during the month of 
April. 


CHANGES OF OCEAN WATEES. 


Geologists claim there are eighty or 


more strata of coal laid down in the 
earth's surface, that in order that these 
coal strata might be formed the waters 
rose over the land and vegetable 
growth eighty times and fell as often, 
.earing these lands and vegetation 
above the waters a sufficient length of 
ime for the accumulation of vast vege- 
table forests from which its coal is sup- 
posed to have been distilled. The 
ividences and arguments that have 
)een brought out by geologists going 
to prove the oft repeated submergences 
of continents are so extensive and ex- 
laustive of the subject that we may 
take it for granted that they have 
proven their point. They have made 
;his point, however, in order to account 
lor the formation of coal, while I use it 
;o prove that the earth has often been 
subjected to great deluges of which 
Noah's flood was the last Noah's flood 
wound up the deluge business because 
the fund of water in the " upper deep" 
the Jupiter like belts that had for 
10,000 years or more enveloped the 
earth, shutting out the direct light of 
the sun and stars, had been exhausted. 


THIS QUESTION OP DELUGES 


Is of such great interest that I must go 
deeper into the subject. I may appear 
to wander away from the question as I 
have, for twelve months past, appar- 
ently dropped the original question, 
the origin of coal, but my readers are 
assured that the arguments on ooal, 
lime vegetation and the influences oi 
the moon and other bodies on vegetable 
life and the weather will all come to 
the front again after the geological and 
other evidences of their influences 
have been thoroughly discussed. 


The floods or deluges must neces- 


sarily have left their records in what is 
erroneously termed the earth's crust 
and to know what these deluges were 
we must critically examine the records 
they have left. Never changing law 
had something to do in bringing about 
a great deluge or Noah's flood and the 
same law causes the great downpours 
and the smaller rainfalls of to-day. We 
must recognize the fact that the laws 
of nature are eternal and unchange- 
able and that all forms of matter, ani 
mal, vegetable, solids, mineral, solids, 
liquids and gases mast conform to 
those laws. 


GEOLOGIC DIVISIONS. 


The crust of our earth that has been 


ideologically examined comprises about 
ten miles in depth. This includes the 
highest mountains and deepest oceans. 
Geology has been divided into five 
grand divisions, The lower division 
supposed, to be the oldest and the 
upper the most recent formations. ] 
doubt the correctness of this as to age. 
It is more reasonable to my mind thai 
conditions has had more to do with 
these formations than the age in which 
they are supposed to have been formed 
and that which is now called the oldesl 
and that which is called the latest are 
now in process of formation under con- 
ditions that vastly differ. 


The fossils are taken by geologists 


as infallable evidence of the age 01 
these geologic formations. The green 
turtle and the gar-fish are supposed to 
belong to the very oldest geological 
formations but are now found* in abun- 
dance and their remains or fossils 
might deceive geologists as to the age 
of geologic formations. 


But in a general way geologists are 


correct and they lay down the earth's 
formations in about this order: The 
azoic rooks at the bottom constitntini 
the foundation of all geologic forma 
tions. Then the Silurian lime forma- 
tions. On top of that the Devonian or 
old red sandstone, Then the carbon 
strata upon top of which the permian 
ocean deposited its great load. Then 
follows an age of stratified 
down in successive oceans. 


PECULIAR rEATCBES OF THESE PEBIODS 
Are the vast differences in the waters 
of their oceans and the pertinent ques 
tion as to how these oceans so radically 
changed the nature of their waters 
The waters of azoic time, which f ormei 
the oldest known fossils, the eazoon, 
found in eastern Canada, which waters 
extended all around the earth, diff erec 
as much from the Silurian ocean waters 
as does our ocean water from the pur- 
est artesian well water. The change 
from azoic to siluriaa was immediate 
abrupt. The old forms of life were 
out off and the vast deposits of lime 
rook prove that the new waters that 
oame to the earth contained" lime as 
our present sea water contains Bait 
From whence oame those new waters'

The milli- 
ore extracts lime from lime water and 
deposits it just as the oyster extracts 
he lime from sea water to form its 
hell, but the lime must first be in the 
waters.

Extend all around the earth, and every- 
where rest on the azoic or oldest known 
onnation. How came the earth to so 
nddenly and uniformly change its 
waters if not from a breaking up of the 
inner belts—the aqueous belts then 
lurrounding the earth as Jupiter's 
ratery belts now surround him? Lime 
is heavier than carbon, and the latter 
would float longer in the upper deep 
ban would the vapor of lime. 
Another important feature about 
hese world-wide changes in oceanic 
waters, and which I desire to discuss in 


future letter, is the, almost universal 


change of animal life that came with 
each change of the ocean waters. Was 
hat animal llfejiroduced in the waters 
rfter they fell, or did it come with the 
waters from the upper deep? 


Biologists claim that all original ani- 


mal life began in the waters. I doubt 
t, and I am not sure that all vegetable 
ife began on the earth. These are in- 
cresting subjects, properly belonging 
to the questions of whence came the 
joal, lime, waters and minerals of the 
aarth, and will be discussed in subse-

Suffering From Cold la Chicago. 


CHICAGO, April 21.—The storm which 


baa been raging for three days still 
continues at a late hour to-night. Sleet 
Is foiling fast and the wind is blowing 
nearly a forty mile gait. It is the most 
severe and long continued storm known 
here since the weather bureau was es- 
tablished. The weather man has hopes 
that it will pass over to-morrow, but1 ft 
certainly doesn't look much like it to- 
night. The world's fair buildings have 
stood the storm well, no damage being 
done to any of them with the exception 
of the breaking of some panes of glass 
and overturning statues. In midway 
plaisance where the Egyptian, Javanese, 
Japanese, Turkish and other villages 
are erected the damage was more 
serious, some frail buldings having 
been used severely. 


The most serious feature of the 


storm, however, has been the effect of 
the December weather now prevailing 
upon the people from tropical climates 
living in these villages. The Javanese, 
Egyptians and others with their Clothes 
and inadequate protection from the icy 
blasts in their lightly constructed 
houses have suffered greatly. Several 
of them are ill and there are two or 
three cases of pneumonia among them.

The medicinal use of menthol in Chins 
ud Japan goes back into tho dateless 
ages. Isolated references to its applica 
tion in the east are met -with here and 
there in the records of •western travelers 
in those parts, bnt we shall probably 
never know the name of its discoverer 01 
tho early history of its introduction. 


We do not know with absolute COF~ 


taint? when and by whom menthol crys- 
tals were first brongbt to the notice of 
European pharmacologists. It is said that 
they were used pharmacoutically on tho 
continent as long ago as the end of the 
l\at century, but if that statement is cap- 
able of proof the drag must have fallen 
Into oblivion shortly after its introduc- 
tion, for it was certainly utterly un- 
known, even by repute, to most persons 
In the frog trade 23 years ago. Some- 
where about 1884 a consignment of the 
drag was received in London under the 
name of Chinese peppermint oil and 
passingly commented upon for its curious | 
property of solidifying with a fall in the 
temperature. 


To the late John Mackay of Edinburgh 


belongs the distinction of first having 
called the attention of British pharma- 
cists to the valuable properties of men- 
thol. Mr. Mackay is believo*. to have 
brought "po-ho oil" with him from 
Paris, where it was then sold in the 
email, red labeled Chinese bottles famil- 
iar to eastern travelers aa a kind of pro- 
prietary article.
